The party of the working class, if only it has a state government reflecting 
the interests of the broad masses of people and goes forward to ceaselsssly

Our party, by setting forth a unique theory of construction of the people's 
administration based on Marxism-Leninism and the chuche ideology, has enriched 
the historical experience oi dictatorship of the proletariat. 

Most important in our party's chuche theory of government construction which

This bespeaks the fact that today the U.S. imperialists are enforcing their 
policy of colonial enslavement against south Korea with the most vicious, 
cunning, wicked colonial ruling method. 


The south Korean puppet regime is above all being used as henchman for 
realizing the U.S. imperialist colonial rule against the south Korean 


people. 


The successive south Korean puppet gangs have been subordinating their 
so-called “constitution” and “national assembly," and all their interna] 
and external “policies” and "measures" to insuring, maintaining, and 
Strengthening the U.S. imperialist colonial rule. 


South Korea's puppet legislative, administrative, and judiciary organs and 

kept political parties are being completely manipulated by the U.S. imperialists, 
and are merely performing the function as a direct executor of the U.S. 
imperialist colonial rule. 


South Korea's puppet regime is being sustained altogether by the U.S. imperialist 
colonial rule, and exists solely for the sake of the U.S. imperialist colonia] 
rule. 


Thus today south Korea is completely under U.S. imperialist political domination, 
and the south Korean people, with their national sovereign rights and political 
freedom and democratic rights trampled und obliterated, are groaning under 

the U.S. imperialist colonial military fascist rule. This shows that the 

south Korean puppet regime is a U.S. imperialist lackey from start to finish. 


The U.S. imperialists, systematically bringing up traitors capable of 
unhesitatingly selling out even the country and the people to them, and 
placing them at the head of successive puppets, have been enforcing colonial 
fascist dictatorship through them. Such were the notorious Syngman Rhee gang 
and the country-selling traitor Pak Chong-hui gang. The fascist, meniacai 
murderer Chon Tu-hwan gang sitting astride the south Korean puppet regime ‘oday, 
too, the same as their predecessors, are special agents the U.S. imperialists 
have trained yrom long ago. The Chon Tu-hwan pang is a gang of human butchers 
unforgivable for a thousand years who, taking large numbers of south Korean 
youths to south Vietnam, forced them to die in vain, and at the time of the 
Kwangju Popular Uprising, cruelly murdered many fellow countrymen under 
orders of the U.S. imperialists. 


It is through putting such puppet gsnz in the forefront that the U.S. imperial- 
ists are realizing their colonial fascist rule against south Korea. 


Through various kinds of “agreements” and “treaties” concluded with the south 
Korean puppet geng and through enormous field apparatuses of domination such 
as the U.S. imperialist embassy in south Korea the U.S. imperialists are 
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issuing orders to the south Korean puppet regime and supervising and controlling 
the puppet regime. 


The U.S. imperialists, grasping all the realms of social life in south Korea 
ranging from the political system and the mode of its operation to the 

economic policy and production structures, formulation of the puppet government's 
budget, ideocultural and military affairs, are subordinating them to their 
colonial rule. The U.S. imperialists who hold a tight grip on not only 

“the internal policy” but even “the external policy" of the south Korean puppet 
gang, are directly manipulating and controlling all the external relations 

and activities of the puppet regime, and are using them in internationally 
concealing the true identity of their colonial rule. 


Therefore, the south Korean puppet government is no more than a dummy regime 
existing in name only without any real political power and say of its own, 
which is held in the hands of the U.S. imperialists. 


Next, the south Korean puppet regime is a landlord agent positively insuring 
the colonial exploitation and plunder of U.S. monopoly capital against the 
south Korean people. 


Economic plunder is one of the important objectives of the imperialists in 
their colonial rule. Modern imperialism, driven into predi_2ment, is more 
persistently pursuing such wicked objectives in their neocolonist policy. 


The south Korean puppet regime is playing the role of rationalizing and 
positively insuring U.S. imperialist colonial exploitation and plunder. 


The south Korean puppet gang, concluding various kinds of treasonous “agreements” 
and “treaties” with the U.S. imperialists, has legitimized the U.S. imperialist 
domination of the south Korean economy, and is providing conditions which make 

it possible for the U.S. imperialists to perpetrate at will colonial 
exploitation and plunder in south Korea. 


The south Korean puppet government, a regime treasonous against the country 
and the pcople, concluding various kinds of “agreements™ with the U.S. 
imperialists such as “agreement on financial and property assignment,” 
“agreement on economic aid,” and “agreement on surplus agricultural products,’ 
has handed over to the U.S. imperialists the real right of domination of the 
south Korean economy, and reduced south Korea to a market for U.S. imperialist 
surplus commodities and agricultural products. Moreover, concluding with the 
U.S. imperialists so-called “treaty of friendship, commerce, and navigation,” 
the south Korean puppet gang has unhesitatingly given U.S. monopoiy capital 
the power to conduct all forms of business activities at will in south Korea, 
and even extraterritorial rights, and banned by "law" the economic struggle 

of working people in businesses established by foreign investment. Again, 

by introducing U.S. imperialist enslaving “aid” and “loan” and granting U.S. 
monopoly capital unlimited direct investments, the scoundrels are more 
thoroughly insuring the U.S. imperialist colonial enslavement policy. 


Seizing at a stroke more than 80 percent of the total assets of south Korea 
immediately following 15 August by a “military government order" without 
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spending one single dollar, the U.S. imperialists had already reigned as the 
real ruler of the south Korean economy. 


Even after that the U.S. imperialist economic aggression and plunder against 
south Korea was viciously perpetrated in the forms of so-called “aid,” “loan,'‘ 
and direct investment. 


In the past 37 years the U.S. imperialists have invested in south Korea 
so-called “economic aid" to the tune of $6.4 billion and exacted enormous 
profits every year, and by bringing in large quantities of their surplus 
commodities and surplus agricultural products, have stood in the way of 
development of the south Korean national industry, and reduced south Korea 
to a zone of chronic starvation. 


U.S. monopoly capital under various pretenses has infiltrated all the “govern- 
ment-operated” enterprises and comprador capitalist enterprises and extended its 
tentacles of plunder even to medium and small enterprises, and agricultural and 
fishery branches, and is plundering every year $5 billion as interest payments 
on loans and profits on capital investments. Again, by unilaterally forcing 
export industry on south Korea and increasing the south Korean economy's 
dependence on trade, the U.S. imperialists are selling off their surplus raw 
materials and supplies and agricultural products, and their obsolete facilities 
at high prices, on the one hand, and are plundering enormous profits by the 
method of taking away south Korean commodities at prices below the international 
market prices. 


All this graphically proves that the south Korean puppet regime is indeed 
no more than a camouflage concealing and insuring U.S. monopoly capital's 
colonialist exploitation and plunder. 


The south Korean puppet regime is also a tool for legitimizing the occupation 
of south Korea by the U.S. imperialist aggressive troops and realizing the 
U.S. imperialist military domination of south Korea. 


Militarily occupying another country is the customary technique of the 
imperialists for securing, maintaining, and strengthening a colony. 


The U.S. imperialist military occupation and colonial rule based thereon are 
becoming the basics in the U.S. imperialist colonial enslavement policy against 
south Korea. This is related to the fact that the U.S. imperialist domination 
of the south Korean puppet regime rests precisely on the occupation of south 
Korea by the U.S. imperialist aggressive troops. 


The south Korean puppet gang is retionalizing the permanent occupation of 

south Korea by the U.S. imperialists and reducing south Korea‘s human and 
material resources lock, stock, and barrel to wherewithals for use by the 

U.S. imperialists in prosecuting their aggressive Asia strategy and global 
strategy. Moreover, the south Korean puppet gang, concluding with the U.S. 
imperialists various military “treaties™ such as the treasonous “mutual defense 
treaty” and organizing so-called “allied command,” has handed over to the U.S. 
imperialists even the prerogative of supreme command of the south Korean puppet 
armed forces as well as their operational command. Again, concluding with the 
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L.S. imperialists so-called “weapons development agreement," they are handing 
over to the U.S. imperialists the right te seize and deal with the weapons and 
equipment produced in south Korea. 


Thus the south Korean puppet gang has transformed south Korea into a colonial 
stronghold, a military bridgehead for U.S. imperialist Asian aggression, and 
turned the puppet armed forces into a thorough mercenary force of the U.S. 
imperialists. 


The U.S. imperialists have 42,000-strong land, sea, and air forces deployed 
in more than 180 military bases such as nuclear bases and air force bases 
established throughout south Korea, and bringing in weapons of mass slaughter 
in large quantities such as nuclear weapons, are even scheming to deploy 
neutron weapons. 


The U.S. imperialist aggressors, who hold a complete grip on the south Korean 
puppet armed forces, are seeing to it that the south Korean puppet armed forces 
perform, in effect, no more than the role of mercenaries solely complementing 
the U.S. imperialist aggressive armed forces in south Korea. 


The U.S. imperialists, grasping the prerogative of supreme command of the 

south Korean puppet armed forces through so-called “allied command” and 
military “aid,” are maintaining and controlling the enormous puppet mercenaries 
700,000 strong, and are holding in their hands even the civil defense forces 
which are millions strong. 


The U.S. imperialists, who hold a grip on all powers of not only the operational 
command of the south Korean puppet armed forces but also of the size and 
composition of troop strength, conscription and training, formulation of 

the military budget and military materials supply, are grasping and controlling 
their execution through their military “advisers.” 


And they even have the special right to requisition and use at wil] whatever 
the scoundrels happen to need, regardless of duration of its use and compensat- 
ion, and mobilize by force all the human and material resources in case of 
emergency. 


The objectives of such military enslavement policy of the U.S. imperialists 
against south Korea lie in permanently grasping south Korea as the supply 
depot, forward area for purposes of realizing their aggressive Asia strategy 
and global strategy. 


The U.S. imperialist aggressive troops, precisely starting from such heinous 
objectives, provoked the aggressive Korean War in June 1950, and even today 
are still ceaselessly perpet: ating machinations to provoke another aggressive 
war on the Korean peninsula. 


Thus the south Korean puppet armed forces are not armed forces for the sake of 
the nation but are no more than cheap colonial mercenaries from start to finish 
serving the U.S. imperialist colonial rule against south Korea and machinations 
to provoke another var. 
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Historical facts and today's realities graphically show that the south Korean 
puppet regime is surviving by the U.S. imperialist oaupation of south Korea 
and by their bayonet. 


The south Korean puppet regime is also the guide for the U.S. imperialist 
ideocultural infiltration into south Korea. 


Ideocultural infiltration into another country is an important part of the 
content of neocolonialisn. 


Through the south Korean puppet regime the U.S. imperialists are instilling 
in the south Korean people the flunkeyism of U.S. worship and the idea of 
fear and servility before the United States. 


The south Korean puppet gang, organizing in collusion with the U.S. imperialists 
so-called “joint education committee,” “joint scholarships committee," and 
“cultural exchanges committee," is establishing various apparatuses together 
with the “foundations” of U.S. monopoly financial cliques. These are all for 
purposes of positively insuring the U.S. imperialist ideocultural infiltration 
into south Korea. And the relevant departments within the puppet regime, and 
educational and cultural organs are being made to directly execute the U.S. 
imperialist ideocultural infiltration. 


With the U.S. imperialist ideocultural infiltration into south Korea ceaselessly 
intensified for nearly 40 years under the positive protection of the south Korean 
puppet regime, in all the ideocultural areas of south Korea such as education, 
culture, and arts, the national colors are being muddied and the decadent 

"U.S. way of life" is carrying the day. 


The U.S. imperialists, inciting the south Korean puppet regime in the past period 
into ceaselessly inviting “advisers group," “mission,” and “educational survey 
team" to south Korea's educational and cultural organs, have perpetrated their 
ideocultural infiltration and recently been perpetrating their ideocultural 
infiltration into south Korea by a more blatant method through the pro-U.S. 
flunkeys whom the scoundrels have directly nurtured. Recently, taking hundreds 
of youths and students to the United States every year, they are directly 
instilling in them the flunkeyism of U.S. worship and the idea of fear and 
servility before the United States and the “anitcommunist™ thought, and 
placing pro-U.S. elements in south Korea’s educational organs, are making them 
take on and execute their ideocultural infiltration. 


To mention south Korea's universities alone, the situation is such that 
48.4 percent of their faculty consists of pro-U.S. elements. 


The U.S. imperialists, changing south Korea's education system for worse and 
using it, are viciously plotting to obliterate the anti-U.S. independent-ization 
and antifascist democratization struggle of the south Korean youth and students. 
By such machinations in 1981 alone no less than several scores of thousands 

of young students were expelled from the campuses. 











The U.S. imperialists, also under the signboard of so-called “cultural exchanges," 
are spreading in south Korea large quantities of works of literature and arts 
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depicting corrupt, decadent ideas and way of life, and are intensifying 
religious infiltration for purposes of paralyzing the national sovereignty 
consciousness and class consciousness of the south Korean people. 


As of 1980, the number of U.S. missionaries in south Korea perpetrating 
religious infiltration was as many as 800-plus, accounting for 75.5 percent 
of foreign missionaries in south Korea. 


On account of such ideocultural infiltration machinations of the U.S. imperial- 
ists at present in south Korea the flunkeyism of U.S. worship and the idea 

of fear and servility before the United States and the “anticommunist” thought 
are being spread, and no small numbers of people, tainted by the reactionary 
U.S. “mode of thinking" and “way of life,” are leading a corrupt, decadent life. 


Today in south Korea, on account of the spreading U.S.-stvle “ideoculture™ 
and “way of life,” the traditions and legacies of national culture, the 
laudable manners and customs of our people are being utterly trampled and 
obliterated. 


South Korea's realities graphically show that the south Korean puppet regime 
is the faithful guide for the reactionary ideoculitural infiltration of the ) 
U.S. imperialist colonial rulers. 


The south Korean puppet regime, from the first day of its formation at the 
point of the U.S. imperialist bayonet to the present, has walked the 
anti-people road of treason against the country and the people while solely 
serving the U.S. imperialist aggressors, unconcerned about the fate of the 
nation. 


The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song taught as follows: 


"... south Korean society is becoming a world created for the U.S. imperialists 
and their lackeys, but for the masses of people, it is becoming a living hell.” 
("A Collection of Writings of Kim Il-song,” Vol 22, p 475) 


Today south Korea has been turned into a world of darkness where the politically 
independent stand and attitude is trampled and obliterated, devoid of an iota 

of freedom and democracy, and transformed into a living hell for social beings 
screaming, unable to make ends meet. 


The south Korean puppet gang is resorting to all kinds of machinations of 
deception and the art of camouflage in an attempt to conceal tieir true 
identity of treason against the country and the people and escape the fate 
of downfall. 


The scoundrels are going berserk in suppressing the daily growing anti-U.S., 
anti-"government™ struggle of the south Korean people, on the one hand, and 
are pertrating all kinds of machinations of appeasement and deception under 
such signboards o: deception as “openness and freedom” and “nativization of 
democracy” in an attempt to dissolve the distrust of the people in them. And, 
in an attempt to divert the anti-"“government™ ground swell of the south Korean 
people, they are inspiring a confrontation consciousness between the North and 
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South and frenzicdly perpetrating machinations of war provocation. The 
scoundrels are also perpetrating the foolish machination to get out of 
their international isolation and win international support for their plot 
to create “two Koreas.” 


However cunning and wicked machinations the south Korean puppet gang may 
resort to, its pitiful countenance being no more than a tool for the U.S. 
imperialist neocolonialist rule has already been revealed to the hilt, and 
its internal and external isolation is deepening with each passing day. 


The south Korean puppet regime is being denounced and repudiated unanimously 
by the south Korean people, and the struggle of the south Korean people to 
liquidate it is becoming strengthened day by day. 


Without exception the heads of successive south Korean puppet gangs have 
not been able to escape their fate of ruin because of the vigorus anti- 
“government” struggle of the south Korean people. 


The 19 April Popular Uprising in 1960 forced the downfall of the gang of 
Syngman Rhee, the traitor of al: time, and the mass uprisings in Pusan and 
Masan in October 1979 brought an end to ihe gang of Pak Chong-hui, the 
fascist dictator carefully groomed by the U.S. imperialists. 


The heroic Kwangju Popular Uprising graphically proved how much the gang 

of Chon Tu-hwan, a diabolical human butcher and military fascist gangster, 
a pro-U.S. and pro-Japanese flunkeyish traitor, is being repudicated by the 
south Korean people, and prolcaimed the downfall of the soundrels. The 
heroic Kwangju Popular Uprising became a turning point in making the 
anti-U.S. independent-ization and antifascist democratization struggle of 
the south Korean people strenghened and developed further. 


Today the Chon Tu-hwan military fascist gang is being denounced sternly by 
the south Korean people and the progressive peoples of the world, aad is 
being isolated more and more with each passing day. 


The voice of denouncing the Chon Tu-hwan gang perpetrating treason against 
the country and the people is rising louder among the south Korean people 
of all strata and overseas compatriots. 


A certain south Korean politician openly denounced the south Korean puppet 
regime as “the mst unpopular government in the modern history of Korea,” 
and a certain religious personality ate his heart out that south Korea is a 
U.S. imperialist “economic colony.” A certain overseas Korean nevspaper, 
exposing and denouncing the present south Korean puppet regime as “a faithful 
dog of foreign forces,” wrote that to recognize such a “government™ is like 
assessing the traitor Yi Wan-yong, reversing him as a traitor. 


In particular, a south Korean young student who courageously launched the 
anti-U.S. independent-ization and antifascist democratization struggle, 

has condemned that “all the political evils” in south Korea have been caused 
by "a mother-in-law called the United States manipulating a dictator in this 
land." South Korea's democratic personalities have denounced the puppet gang 
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in a statement that the Chon Tu-hwan military fascist gang must step down 
"from the seat of political power.” 


The south Korean puppet gang is being denounced unanimously by the south Korean 
people of all strata, and is being isolated and repudiated as a target that must 
necessarily be struck down. 


The south Korean puppet regime is also being isolated and repudiated by the 
progressive countries and peoples of the world aiming for the independent 
Standand attitude and protecting justice and human rights.
